AX ACT to amend an supplementary to an 
art approved March third, eighteen hundred 
mid fifty-five, to organise an institution for 
the Insane of the Army and Navy and of 
the District of Columbia in tho said Dis- 
trict, approved February the seventh, eigh- 
teen hundred and iiftj'-sey*' 1 *. 

IJe it enacted try the Senate and Boute of Rcpre- 
nentative* vf the United Statm of America in t'on- 
ffreun a**cmhfrd t That, as a substitute for the sec- 
ond section of the supplementary act aforesaid, 
which is hereby repealed, tho Secretar> of the Inte- 
rior shall have power to grant his order for the ad- 
mission into tbe Government Hospital for the in- 
sane of am Insane person not charged wSl h a breach 
of the peace, upon (1) the certificate of any Judge "f 
the Circuit or Criminal Court for the District of 
Columbia, or of am justice of thepeacuof the Dis- 
trict, stating that two resp ciable ph>sicians. resi- 
dent of the District, appeared before said judge or 
justice and certified under oath, r.nd under their 
bandit that thoy knew tho person alleged to be in- 
sane, and that, from personal examination, they be- 
lieved him or her to be insane and a tit subject for 
treatment in said hospital, and that he or she was a 
resident of the District ai the time hcor she was 
seized with the mental disorder under which hour 
she then labored; nlso stating that two respectable 
householders, residents of the District, appeared be- 
fore him, tho said judge or iustiee,and certified un- 
der oath and under their hands that they knew the 
person alh ged to be in-:i ne, and that, from a p rsonal 
examination into his or heraffiura, they believed him 
or her to be unable to support himself or herself and 
family, (or himself or herself, if ho or she have no 
family,) under the visitation of insanity, and to pay 
his or her board and other expenses in said hospital, 
and the certificate under oath of such physicians and 
of such householders shall accompany the certificate 
of such judge or justice; aud (-) upon an spplicat on 
requesting that sueh order may be issued, made in 
writing, within five days after tho date of (he ulnda- 
viu aforesaid, by a member *»f the Hoard of Visitors 
of »aid hospital, upon an inspection of said affida- 
vits und certificate thereto, and it will bo the dut> of 
said visitor to withhold his application if he 1ms rea- 
son to doubt tho indigence ot the party in whose be- 
half the application is desired, till such doubt is re- 
moved hy testimony satisfactory tosaid visitor. 

Skc. 2. And be it further enacted. That, if it 
shall appear in the case of any insane person whose 
insanity commenced while he or she was a resident of 
the District of Columbia that he or she is able to 
delra> n portion but not the whole of the exponsos 
ot his or her support and treatment in the Govern- 
ment Hospital for tho Insane, then tuc Hoard of Vis- 
itors of the said hospital is authorized to inquire 
into the facts of the case; anil if it shall appear to 
said board, upon such inquln, that such insane per- 
son has prop r; aud no fa mil), or more property 
t nan is required for the support of his or her fa mil) . 
then, as a condition upon which such insane person, 
admitted or to be admitted upon the order of the 
Secretary of the Interior, shall receive or continue to 
receive tho benefits ot said hospital, there shall bo 
paid to the Superintendent from tbe income, prop- 
erty, or estate of such insane person such portion of 
his expenses in said hospital as a majority of the said 
board shall deter mine to hejustaud reasonable, un- 
der all the circumstances.

"Is Thero a Government? What i3 Itl" 

This is the question every day asked ly the 
supporters of Lincoln's usurpation. They as- 
sume that a Federal Government exists, that 
its operations are obstructed, that its powers 
must be enforced, and accordingly proceed to 
find a solution to all the difficulties that sur- 
r rand it. in their own way. But how? By a 
lawful rule.' By the faithful execution of the 
Constitution' and laws? Not at all. They 
proceed on the idea of preserving the Govern- 
ment by the suspension of the Constitution 
an 1 laws, and the usurpation of powers not 
only not conferred but denied by the Con-ti- 
tution to the President. They are supporting 
Lincoln in his abdication of constitutional 
powers and his usurpation of powers express- 
ly lodged in Congress. 

The vulgar buffoon, who entertains minis- 
ters of the gospel of peace with ribald jests; 
who dismisses deputations of Christian men 
sent to him on missions of pacilcatioQ with 
low jokes and wretched anecdotes; who makes 
sport for empty-headed fools by clownish dis- 
pujkjs tti flippant levity, in the very p rete n d 
of the awful Calamities of the country; this 
miserable abortion of a ruler, the spawn en- 
gendered in the incestuous intercourse of Dig- 
it -y and fanaticism, is set up by his control- 
lers, Seward & Co., to play Che actual part of 
Usurper, under the nominal title of President 
of tl o United States. 

"Is there a government?' ask Lincoln's 
supporter", with charming naivete. A govern- 
ment .' What is that? Is it a rule M law.' 
"I« there a government? " No, by" the shades 
of the fathers of the Constitution, there is no 
Federal Government. There is no recogote- 
nlilo semblance of such an institution extant. 
What was once known under shat title as the 
le t government the world ever knew, is 
known no more. It is disrupted, broken up, 
broken down, submerged, run under, put 
away clean out of sight. There is no vestige 
of it remaining. The Union, in which we all 
gloried — the Union, the existence of which 
was only cognizable in the faithful execution 
of all the guarantees of the Constitution — 
the Union, founded on the underlying princi- 
ples of fraternity, comity, and equality be- 
tween the State; — that Union, too, is gone 
with the subversion of the Constitution and 
the abrogation of the Federal Government 
established by the fathers. It is gone, that 
spirit of fraternity and mutual regard) which 
once bound the sister States in silver cord: - . 
It is gone, that noble chivalry which once 
made the wrongs of any State the cause of all 
the others. It is gone, that honest recogni- 
tion of the right of each State to govern her 
own domestic affairs in her own way. It is 
gono, that lofty nobleness of spirit which, 
nobly jealous of intrusion, restrained intru- 
siveness by one State against another with in- 
dignant resentment. It is gone, the whole 
underlying structure of the Government and 
the Cnion. And in the place of all, we have 
displays, not of fraternal love, but manifesta- 
tions of sectional hate and savage ferocity; 
we have rejoicings by the North over the 
wrongs of the South, and derision of our right 
to appropriate remedies ; we have practical 
denials of our right to regulate our domestic 
institutions in our own way — of our right to 
self-government — and of our title to the betl- 
ellts of municipal liberty. We are insulted 
with insolent intrusion from quarters having 
neither moral nor political jurisdiction over 
our affairs. We are outraged by the practi- 
cal enforcement of monocracy in the develop- 
ment of Lincoln's heresy that the Constitu- 
tion and the Supreme Court may be virtually 
abrogated by the prevailing voice of fanatical 
partisans at the polls. And, to rub in all 
these inadmissible heresies and compel us to 
submit to all these intolerable grievances and 
outrages, we have lawless war made on us, 
prosecuted by lawless means, and attended 
by manifestations of fierceness, fury, and fe- 
rocity on the part of the savage Vandals of 
the North, disgraceful even to barbarians. 
And c ull ye this agovernmentt The Usurper 
prosecuting his war on the South by means 
of a military despotism, is fettered by no con- 
stitutional obligations whatever. He has ab- 
dicated the just powers conferred on the 
President by the Constitution, and usurped 
the powers delegated to Congress by that in- 
strument. Let as see. 

Under the Constitution, Congress alone has 
the power to declare war. Lincoln has dimmed 
and fs no'c (Ms '.'tfcfig *he unr pouter. 



Congress alone has the pow er to raise and 
support armies. Lincoln, without a shadow 
of legislative authority, is raising and sup- 
porting an enormous army, callcdout for three 
years, in addition to the 76,000 three months 
militia before called for. 

Congress alone has the power to provide 
and equip navies. Lincoln, without the sem- 
blance of lawful authority, has called for 18,- 
000 regular seamen, and is providing and 
'equipping navies to carry on his lawless war. 

Congress alone has the power to appropri- 
ate money and the President i* forbidden to 
expend one cent except so appropriated; and 
the laws of Congress make it a felony in the 
President or any other officer or citizen to 
expend money not appropriated by law or to 
divert money specifically nppropriatod to any 
other object. Lincoln has suspended the pay- 
ment of moneys so appropriated, and, without 
doubt, diverted the sums to the. ]>rosccution of 
his unauthorized war. 

Congress alone has the power to suspend 
the privilege of that glorious, writ of right 
and bulwark of human liberty, the writ of 
habeas corpus. Lincoln authorizes even his 
military subordinates to suspciul it at their 
pleasure. , 

The Federal Government, under the Con- 
stitution, has no right to interfere, within the 
limits of the States, except for specified pur- 
poses. But Lincoln assumes, and delegates to 
others (at their mere discretion) to occupy 
States with military forces; to disarm citi- 
zens; to arrest and imprison them without 
process of law ; to seize and cuntiseafe proper- 
ty; to stop the mails ; to seize and control the 
telrgraqh lines; to violate the private corres- 
pondence and papers of citizens: to interdict 
commerce, travel, and transportation; ioblo-lc- 
ade ports and repeal or suspend the laics de- 
claring them p- rts of entry; to lay embar- 
goes; to declare privateering piracy, in the 
face of constant recognitions of the opposite j 
doctrine by our own laws, decisions, anil diplo- 
macy; to raise land and narnl forces indefin- 
itely; to borrow money at pleasure; to super- 
sede the authority of State Governors and 
other officers; to encourage the escape of slaves ' 
by protecting the fugitives from pursuit in his \ 
camps; id distribute arms unlawfully cmbez- ' 
zled from the Federal Arsenals among picked ' 
and sworn partisans in the States ; and, in a < 
word, by successive proclamations and orders i 
tn legislate arbitrarily upon all subjects what- j 
ever. 

And all this he does, declaring that the 
Union is still intact and the Constitution in- , 
violate! And Kentuckians, even, are asked 
to submit to all these usurpation* n "d atro- i 
cious outrages, under the plea that it is their | 
duty to support government. But it is de- 1 
stroying government to support, defend, or 
submit to usurpation and unconstitutional 

rule. 

Could a Roman Ca>sar, or n Russian Czar, ; 
or a Turkish Sultan, or any tyrant or despot 
that ever insulted humanity, be more absolute j 
and despotic than Lincoln is shown to be by 
the foregoing faithful presentation of hia acts? 

And yet the abject serfs of Yankeedom de- j 
maud with apparently innocent simplicity — I 
' have we a government ? and must we not 
support it?'' Is Lincoln's usurpation a gov- : 
ernment? It is a military despotism, a slavish 
tyranny", not a free republic; and every loyal 
citizen owes it determined resistance, rather , 
than abject oljedicnce. 

The North, it is well remarked by the. Rich- t 
m<md Whig, will have cause to repent all this 
on many accounts. Perhaps the most funda- ; 
mental and lasting of the mischie fs will be the 
precedent of abject submission to the control of 
a despot. They will realize the fate of the horse 
who took a master on his back, that he might 
be revenged upon the stag, and found too late 
that he could not displace his rider nor getthc 
bit out of his mouth. But one part of the j 
fable they will never realize — the stagiicver] 
will be taken. 



Sombre Aspects of Foreign Relations. 

The Lincoln Government is likely to have 
no little trouble in sustaining diplomatic re- 
lations with other Powers. It is said that it 
has become' a serious question with the Gov- 
ernment of Mexico, whether Mr. Corwin, ac- 
credited as Minister from the Government of 
the former Union, can be legitimately received 
as a representative of the Disunited States. 
That would be treating the question precisely 
as it was treated against Mexico, when some 
of the States of that Republic were in revolt. 
The Mexican Government, of course, is de- 
sirous to preserve the roost amicable relations 
with the Confederate States, which border on 
that Republic; for that Government, like 
every other, can not doubt that the indepen- 
dence of the Southern States will be trium- 
phantly established in the face of the world. 

The latest European advices throw a doubt 
on the question whether Carl Schurz, Lin- 
coln's Minister to Spain, will be received by 
that Government ; for the latter has reasons 
for his rejection in addition to those influenc- 
ing Mexico. 

Nor shall we bo surprised if Cassius M. 
Clay be refused recognition by the Czar of 
Russia. 

It is very evident from the tone of the Eng- 
lish news, that Mr. Adams does not feel easy 
in his ambassadorial postat London; and be and 
others are giving such evidence of disquiet, 
as may tempt the Queen's Government to re- 
lease him from personal and official embar- 
rassment. 

The recognition of tho Confederate States 
bv England or France, would be followed 
speedily by the recognition of every other 
European Power; and that would necessarily 
involve the necessity of every American Min- 
ister's producing a new commission, not in the 
name of the old United States, but of the rem- 
nant of States still submitting to the Lin- 
coln usurpation. And on this, there would 
be a flare-up, which all Mr. Seward s 
skill and cunning in diplomacy would be 
inadequate to deal witii. But tho necessities 
of the ease will compel the Lincoln Govern- 
ment to conform to the requirements of the 
European Powers on this point, or else t" be 
refused recogi i 'on by them; and we are in- 
cliued to the opinion that it will be in this 
way, and neither by a national Convention, 
nor an act of Congress, nor an Executive re- 
cognition, that the independence of the Con- 
federate States will be virtually acknowledged. 
Hut a treaty between the Northern and South- 
ern Confederacies will soon follow that step. 

Burlingame, it seems, also, is not likely to be 
reeeiv d bv the Austrian government to 
which he has been accredited. 

Lincoln's Minister to Belgium has got into 
n scrape, involving him in n duel with an 
American citizen, which will not much favor 
his chances of reception at Brussels. 

A fact developed as one of the fruits of the 
infamous seizure of the dispatches which 
have passed through the telegraph offices, is 
likely to disturb the security of Mr. Harvey's 
situation as Lincoln's representative at the 
court of Portugal. It is said that copies of 
his dispatches prove him to have been guilty 
of treacherously communicating intelligence 
to the South Carolina authorities which ne- 
cessitate bis recall. While we think this 
story is probably an invented one to favor the 
pretensions of some office hunter desirous of a 
diplomatic residence at Lisbon, we appre- 
hend Mr. Harvey, whom we have long re- 
garded as personally an honest man, will lose 
hia i dace. 

Altogether, we should think, the aspects of 
the foreign affairs of his department must be 
any thing but favorable to the view of Mr. 
Seward. And we cannot see ho,w it can be 
else than that they must yet grow worse before 
they grow 1 et'.er. 



Cot. Tll.ciHMAN. — This gallant officer of 
the Fourth Regiment, Kentucky State Guard-, 
docs not escape the malevolent suspicions of 
the partisan organs which are insidiously try- 
ing to spread around Kentuei-.y tin net 
woven by the Usurper at Washington. He 
is charged (by insinuation, of course) with se- 
cession designs, and all his motives ami 
movement" are subjected to the most uncan- 
did and uncharitable interpretation; though 
no sort of evidence, that would be admit ted on 
the trial of a sheep-stealing thief, is offered to 
impeach his fidelity to the State, whose sworn 
officer he is. Nay, worse, even, he is maligned 
on account of imputed designs, not only not 
proven by any evidence, but contradicted by 
conclusive proofs. No officer could be more 
active, vigilant, and earnest than he has been, 
in efl'urts to preserve peace between the bor- 
der States, to maintain Kentucky in her 
chosen attitude of taking no part in this fra- 
tricidal war waged by Lincoln against the 
South, and to preserve her for the high office 
of mediator between the belligerents. Yet, 
because he indulges his individual sentiments, 
his official acts are misinterpreted. He is a 
States Rights man; but no less true and loyal 
to Kentucky for that; as witness, all his offi- 
cial acts. Impeach him, who can, on that 
score. What if Col. Hanson, of tho First 
Regiment, a known Union man— but whose 
fidelity to Kentucky we do not question — 
were continually insulted by insinuations im- 
peaching his loyalty to the State, solely on 
the ground of his political sentiments, what 
would the Union organs think of such justice? 
Yet that would be as justifiable as this insid- 
ious war on Col. Tilghman. Kentucky has 
not in her service an officer or citizen more 
true and faithful, nor one more active, enter- 
prising, and gallant. It is for these very vir- 
tues that he is feared and maligned. But his 
official conduct heretofore has proved him a 
faithful son of Kentucky, and bis conduct j 
hereafter, we confidently predict, will win for j 
him the applause of his grateful feTIow-Een- i 
tuekians. 



Col. Austin 
Some of the sensation submission organs, 
have conjured up a hobgoblin in one Col. 
Austin, alleged to be a secession emmissary 
from Tennessee or some Southern State, oper- 
ating in Kentucky to " take her out. " This 
All-tin is charged to have made a tneech 
somewhere in tho First District, announcing 
bis purpose to establish a military school at 
Columbus, provided with baggage under the 
name of cannons, shovels, spades, Iri-h bug- 
gies, (i. c. wheelbarrows) — in Other words, in- 
tending to fortify Columbus, &c, &c. He is 
reported also as having said that he had the 
confidence and sanction of Gov. Magoffin in 
carrying out his designs. Now we are loth 
to believe that Col. Austin has said all this, 
or any thing like it. A gentleman of that 
name was in Frankfort some weeks ago, and 
we know that his expressions here were to the 
effect that the neutral position of Kentucky 
was her true present attitude; that Tennessee 
and the other Confederate States would reli- 
giously respect such attitude on tho part of 
Kentucky; and he knew that the Governor of 
Tennessee had solemnly plighted his faith to 
that effect to tho Governor of Kentucky. We 
Cannot believe that he ha* any where repre- 
sented himself as having the sanction, author- 
ity, or confidence of our Executive. Gov. Ma- 1 
goffin saw him once while in Frankfort, in a 
social party composed of citizens of various 1 
political views, but had no other intercourse I 
with him. The Governor knew nothing of Col. 
Austin's literary or military enterprises, if 
any he had; was not asked to give him any 
countenance or encouragement; and having 
plenty of loyal citizens of Kentucky worthy 
of all confidence and trust, confided no trust 
whatever to Col. Austin.

Tho Korttern Press on English Viows. 

The newspaper organs of the Usurper are 
down heavily on tho views of the English 
press respecting the unnatural, fratricidal war 
waging by that military despot against the 
Southern people.

This 
insolent appeal was urged in the hope th.it 
English hatred to slavery would compel the 
Ministry tO take the part of the Usurper in 
his mad. war against the people of the slave 
States — allieit it is from thence England draws 
her supplies of cotton, the manufacture of 
w hich is essential to the very existence of four 
million English operatives — as great a num- 
ber us the aggregate number of slaves in the 
Southern States. But John Bull is not fool 
enough to sacrifice his own bread and butter 
to gratify Yankee bigotry, or even his own. 
The comments of the Northern press hereon, 
are richly lugubrious. 

The latest pill administered by British di- 
plomacy is. if possible) still more indigestible 
to the Northern press than all the rest. The 
Cincinnati Gazette of the Stli utters u groan 
over the following paragraph from the Lon- 
don Post of the 22d ult., the official organ of 
Lord Pfllmers ton, in which the early recogni- 
tion of the Confederate States by the British 
Government is unmistakably foreshadowed: 

The recognition of the thirteen North 
American colonies by France, and the recog- 
nition of Mexico and the South American 
provinces formerly held by Spain, furnish a 
rule which the Government of Mr Lincoln can ; 
not, with any regard to consistency, afford to | 
disregard. Neither in France nor in this 
country will any hasty decision be pronounced; 
but the time is rapidly arriving when the 
question must be considered: for no one at the 
present time can doubt or question Chests facto 
independence of the Southern States.

Mr. Bell s Speech. 

On yesterdny morning some six hundred 
soldiers, most of them Leoisianians, lately 
from Pentacola, arrived at our depot. Quite 
n number of them came into town, und seeing 
Gov. Foote on the pavement in front of tho 
Lamar Mouse, called on him for a speech. 
Gov. Foote complied and addressed them in a 
few patriotic remarks, which were enthusias- 
tically cheered. Before Gov. Foote concluded, 
a large body of citizens in addition to the sol- 
diers, had joined the assemblage. 

Qn the conclusion of Gov. Footc's remark?, 
the crowd called loudly for the Hon. John 
Bell. Mr. Bell appeared upon the l aleonv in 
front of t'.ie hotel and spoke at some length. 
He >aid Lincoln's wicked administration hud 
called for two hundred thousand troops to 
subjugate the South. 

lie said lie might call out three hundred 
thousand, yen, five hundred thousand, and 
then he could not subjugate the gallant, peo- 
ple of the South: that no army, however 
numerous, ever would or could subdue the 
Southern >pirit; that the South would never 
submit to the humiliation or degradation of 
being conquered by the North: that, let this 
war be short or long, the South would ulti- 
mately be triumphant and victorious. 

Mr." Bell gave u history of what he believed 
would be the campaign in Virginia, and ex- 
horted all the soldiers and citizens, if neces- 
sary, to take up arms and repel Lincoln's 
hordes, and drive them from Southern soil. 

After Mr. Bell s speech, Col. John II. Cro- 
zier was called for, and addressed the assem- 
bly for half an hour. 

When Mr. Bell retired to his room, Gov. 
Foote and Col. Sneed, who have not been on 
speaking terms with him for some time past, 
callod at his room and shook hands with him 
cordially, and congratulated him on the pa- 
triotic sentiments of 'his speech. 

It is cheering to see old opponent?, -ho are 



now all engaged in a common cause, dropping 
and forgetting former alienation of feeling 
and (tending shoulder to shoulder in a just 
and common cause. So may it be throughout 
the entire South. Let old party prejudici - be 
buried and forgotten, and let lis all be united 
as one man until Lincoln's barbarous hosts 
are either conquered or exterminated.

Washington, June 9. 

A semi-official letter from England gives 
assurances that the British Government is 
gradually changing from its original partiali- 
ty for the rebel Slates. The Government is 
yet anything but friendly to the Union, but is 
decidedly not so open in its hostility as it was 
before the arrival of Mr. Adams, whose let- 
ters leave no room to doubt that the Ministry 
had once determined upon recognizing the 
Southern Confederacy, and they were en- 
deavoring to precipitate such action before 
the arrival of our new .Minister. 

In the interview which -Mr. Ad:un« had with 
Lord John Ru-sell. the former very distinct- 
ly expressed the belief that the British Gov- 
ernment had such a purpose, and charged the 
British Ministry with a want of common 
diplomatic courtesy in attempting to decide 
on so vital a question before affording an op- 
portunity to the Administration of explaining 
the position in which the Government of the 
country was placed, the object of the rebels, 
and the power of the Government to suppress 
the rebellion. 

Mr. Adams took occasion to represent to 
the British Minister the injustice of recog- 
nizing tho rebels, an 1 to warn him that this 
Government would not permit the inter- 
ference of any foreign government to prevent 
the subjugation of tho rebel States ol" the 
V nion. 



It is more than probable that the Spanish 
Government will decline to receive Carl Shurz 
as Minister to Spain. At least Uie represen- 
tatives of Spain here at Washington do not 
hesitate to express such a belief.

Now, therefore, I, BKBIAB MAGOFFIN, 
Governor of the Commonwealth of Ken- 
tucky, and Commander-in-Chief of all her 
military forces, on bind or water, have issued 
this my proclamation, hereby notifying and 
warning all other States, whether separate or 
united, and especially tha "United States" 
and the "Confederate States," that 1 solemnly

queuing nil citizens, civil and military, to be 
obedient hereto; to be obedient to the laws 
and law ful orders of both the civil and mili- 
tary (QthoritieS; to remain when off military 
duty quietly and peaceably at their homes, 
pursuing their wonted lawful avocations; to re- 
frain all words and acts likely to engender 
hot blood and provoke collision; to pursue 
such a line of wise conduct as will promote
